Wasatch County Deputy Blake 
Wright escaped without serious 
injuries when he blocked a 1973 
Buick with his county vehicle on 
Highway 40 east of Heber City, 
Friday night, according to 
Highway Patrol Sargeant Ronald 
Gale. 

Sgt. Gale said Deputy John 
Rogers observed Samuel Steven 
Foster, 34, of Denver, driving the 
Buick in the Strawberry Dam 
area. Deputy Rogers suspected 


the driver was under the' 


influence of alcohol but, when he 
signaled for the suspect to stop, 
he sped up. 

The deputy pursued the 
suspect west for about 12 miles, 
then radioed ahead for help. 
Deputy Wright answered the call 
and pulled his 1984 Dodge Ram 


stop or slow him down. At 
impact, the two vehicles locked 
together, skidded out of control, 
went over a guardrail and fell 
down a 25-foot deep embank- 
ment. The county vehicle re- 
mained upright, but Foster's 
overturned. He was pinned in for 
about 40 minutes until EMTs 
were able to free him. 1
